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U.S.  LIBERTY  "EAGLE"  GOLD  PIECE 


It  was  over  150  years  ago--in  1838 — that  the  first  $10  Liberty 
gold  piece  v/as  minted.  At  that  time,  the  Civil  War  was  yet  to  be 
fought... the  'West  was  yet  to  be  won... and  Martin  Van  Buren  was  in  the 
White  House. 

The  new  coin  was  to  inherit  its  design  from  two  popular  sources/ 

♦The  obverse  was  designed  to  look  like  the  Ooronet  type  Large 
cent  which  was  introduced  in  1816. 

♦The  eagle  design  on  the  reverse  was  created  by  the  famed  sculptor, 
Christian  Gobrecht.  This  unique  design  is  still  considered  to  be 
one  of  the  most  fascinatin  ,  eagles  on  any  U.S.  coin.  (There  are 
also  $2.50  and  $5.00  gold  pieces  with  the  same  design.) 

Because  of  its  convenient  size  and  denomination,  the  $10  Liberty 
gold  "Eagle"  coin  quickly  caught  on,  and  became  one  of  the  most  circulated 
coins  in  American  history.  This  was  a  mixed  blessing,  however,  for  an 
uncommonly  high  number  of  them  were  worn  out  in  circulation. 

THE  1860s'  CRISIS  HEDGE/ 

Curing  the  Civil  War,  a  nervous  public  hoarded  U.S.  gold  coins  in 
great  quantities.  As  a  result,  the  number  of  gold  coins  in  circulation 
dropped  to  dangerously  low  levels. 

Hard-pressed  to  use  its  valuable  gold  for  other  purposes,  the 
federal  government  then  issued  "greenbacks,"  or  paper  money  to  keep  the 
economy  going.  But,  because  the  war's  outcome  was  uncertain,  it  took 
$25  in  green  backs  to  buy  just  one  £10  Liberty! 

U.S.  GOLD  JOURNEYS  TO  EUROPE/ 

After  the  Civil  War,  gold  coinage  like  the  $10  Liberty  Eagle  was 
demanded  by  our  trading  partners  in  Europe — it  was  their  way  of  avoid¬ 
ing  the  ravages  of  postwar  inflation.  As  a  result,  millions  of  U.S. 
gold  coins  were  shipped  overseas. 

Today,  those  coins  have  been  hidden  away  in  European  bank  vaults 
for  up  to  100  years  and  more.  And  they  are  the  only  major  source  of 
supply  for  the  ever-hungry  U.S.  coin  investment  market. 

That  supply  of  $10  Liberty  Eagles  has  always  been  meager,  at  best. 
Because  most  of  the  U.S.  gold  coins  sent  overseas  were  the  larger  $20 
"Double  Eagles,"  there  are  fewer  of  the  $10  Liberties  available. 

Moreover,  many  of  the  $10  Liberties  seen  both  here  and  abroad  are  cir¬ 
culated  ue  to  their  usefulness  in  trade. 
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A3  a  result ,  Liberty  Sagle3,  as  a  group,  are  among  the  scarcest  of 
America's  large  gold  pieces. 

RAKE,  YET  UNDERVALUED. 

During  its  illustrious  41  years  in  production,  510  Liberties  bear¬ 
ing  125  different  dates  and  mint  mark3  were  produced.  Yet  the  mintage 
of  all  51 0  Liberties  is  just  63,611,602. 

Compare  that  with  other  U.S.  coins  that  saw  mintages  of  up  to 
657  million  pieces! 

It  seems  3trange,  therefore,  that  the  510  Liberty  appears  to  be  so 
undervalued  compared  v/ith  other  U.S.  coins. 

Because  of  its  extremely  low  availability  and  its  low  price,  the 
E10  Liberty  Eagle  gold  Diece  is  considered  to  be  an  excellent  investment 
coin  by  astute  rare  coin  experts  worldwide.

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THE  MORGAN  SILVER  DOLLAR 


The  Comstock  Lode... the  Silver  King. . .Leadville. . .Tombstone. . . 
Virginia  City.  The  names  of  these  legendary  mines  and  mining  towns 
conjure  up  visions  of  a  very  special  time  in  our  history,  a  time  when 
thousands  UDon  thousands  of  Americans  descended  on  the  western  frontier, 
convinced  that  all  a  man  needed  was  a  little  luck  and  the  sweat  of  his 
brow  to  build  a  fortune.  And  it  was  a  time  when  one  nation's  greatest 
treasures  was  bom  —  a  coin  that  would  help  build  a  civilization  out  of 
a  hostile  wilderness, 

THE  BIRTH  OF  A  SILVER  TREASURE: 

By  the  1870's,  as  a  result  of  the  big  western  silver  strikes,  new 
silver  nroduction  had  grown  from  a  mere  trickle  into  a  raging  torrent. 

But  too  much  of  anything  can  have  a  negative  effect,  and  silver 
prices  began  to  drop  as  the  market  became  flooded  with  bullion  from 
the  V/est'3  booming  mines. 

Naturally,  the  slump  in  silver  prices  threatened  to  rob  the  miners 
of  their  hard-won  wealth  and  to  destroy  the  primary  economic  mainstay  of 
the  newly  opened  American  frontier. 

The  western  mining  interests  wasted  no  time  in  putting  their  new¬ 
found  wealth  and  influence  to  good  use.  They  lobbied  hard  for  a  return 
to  free  silver  coinage  —  their  solution  to  the  problem  of  sagging  silver 
prices. 

Their  efforts  we re  rewarded  in  1878,  when  an  unlikely  coalition  of 
Republican  senators  and  Democratic  congressmen  passed  the  Bland-Allison 
Act,  authorizing  the  minting  of  a  new  American  silver  dollar. 

At  the  time,  it  was  obvious  that  thi3  new  coin  would  add  to  the 
wealth  of  the  western  mine  owners.  But  no  one  could  have  predicted  that 
more  than  a  century  later  this  heavy  silver  coin  would  create  fortunes 
for  many  modem  American  investors. 

"GEORGE  MORGAN,  MEET  THE  G0DDE3S  OF  LIBERTY": 

In  1876,  young  George  T.  Morgan  left  Liverpool,  England,  for  an  ap¬ 
pointment  as  a  special  engraver  for  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  He  didn't 
know  what  to  expect  of  his  new  job,  and  could  not  have  foreseen  that  his 
persistence  and  ingenuity  would  soon  win  him  a  place  of  honor  in  American 
history. 

His  American  career  started  simply  enough:  In  the  first  year  after 
his  arrival,  Morgan  was  kept  busy  designing  "pattern”  or  trial  designs 
for  half  dollar  and  $10  coins. 
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The  obverse  designs  of  these  coins  were  to  feature  the  face  of  the 
"Goddess  of  Liberty,"  and  Morgan  felt  that  he  needed  a  live  suject  to 
pose  for  the  work.  His  search  for  a  perfect  model  eventually  led  him  to 
a  certain  Miss  Anna  Willess  Williams. 

At  first,  it  appeared  as  though  Morgan  would  have  a  difficult  time 
convincing  Miss  Williams  to  pose  for  his  coin  design — it  was  considered 
mildly  scandalous  in  19th  century  America  for  a  proper  young  lady  to 
be  emoloyed  as  an  artist's  model.  Eventually,  however,  friends  of  the 
shy,  19-year-old  girl  persuaded  her  to  take  part  in  the  project. 

AN  AMERICAN  CLASSIC t 

In  a  word,  Morgan'3  completed  design  was  a  classic.  It  featured,  in 
Mint  Director  Henry  Linderman's  words,  "...a  free  cut  head  of  Liberty 
crowned  with  a  Phrygian  cap  decorated  with  wheat  and  cotton,  the  staples 
of  the  country... On  the  reverse,  surrounded  by  an  olive  wreath  is  an 
eagle  with  outspread  wings  bering  in  his  talons  a  branch  of  olive  and  a 
bundle  of  arrows--emblems  of  peace  and  war." 

Perhaps  the  most  important  feature  of  Morgan's  design  was  that  it 
required  relatively  little  striking  pressure  from  the  coining  press.  So, 
when  passed  the  Bland-Allison  Act,  unexpectedly  authorizing  the  immediate 
striking  of  a  new  silver  dollar,  Morgan's  nearly  completed  design  was 
chosen. 

In  fact,  Morgan'3  design  was  so  popular  with  mint  officials  that  it 
wa3  chosen  in  place  of  a  design  that  had  been  created  by  the  mint's  chief 
engraver,  Charles  Barber.  Apparently,  Barber  never  forgot  how  his  design 
was  passed  over.  Morgan  later  complained  that  Barber  provided  little 
help  on  the  silver  dollar  project  and  seemed  to  resent  the  &tgllshman's 
success. 

Yet,  despite  Barber's  lack  of  cooperation,  the  "Liberty  Head,"  or 
Morgan  silver  dollar,  flourished  and  was  widely  renowned  for  its  classic 
beauty. 

An  interesting  notei  Miss  Williams'  identity  as  the  model  for 
Liberty  was  intened  to  be  kept  secret.  But  it  wasn't  long  before  a 
sharp-eyed  newspaperman  recognized  her  likeness  on  the  silver  dollar. 

The  shy,  young  woman  was  soon  beseiged  by  thousands  of  letters  and 
visitors  anxious  to  meet  Miss  Liberty— an  unwelcome  flood  of  attention 
that  followed  her  for  quite  some  time. 

THE  MORGAN  SILVER  DOLLAR'S  REMARKABLE  INVESTMENT  CREDENTIALS i
